Boston, the "cradle of liberty," and probably the birthplace 


of more isms lhan any other city in the country, is lo try an 
experiment In dealing with criminals^, brought before the 
.municipal court. 
At the request of t lie' chief justice of this 


.court the city council has voted lo expend S6,000 in provid- 
ing for expert examination into the condition, physical and 
jnenlal, of persons brought before the court, lo Ihe end (hnljnic 
.they may be deal! with according to their condition. 
The 


.-justice believes this will be a step forward in the cause of re- 
'fbrm and that it will result in keeping many persons out of 
'ijail. Without doubt he is right in the latter view. 


For more lhan a year a physician has been acting as proba- 


• lion olficer, in which capacity he has upon his own respon- 
sibility been looking into the mental condition of persons com- 
juittcd to his charge. 
II is now proposal lo make this a part 


of his official work, and as a liisl step toward the change his 
salary is to be raised from 52,000 a year (o $3,000.- .lie is lo 
.have nn assistant at £1,500 a year,, wilh an -allowance of 
$1,000 for clerical expenses and $500 for incidentals and 
•"laboratory" equipment. 


Wilhoul condemning an experiment in advance of its re- 


sults, there are many who will be unable to escape Ihe convic- 
tion that this is carrying "psychology" a l i t t l e loo far. 
People 


familiar wilh Ihc work of the courts and Ihe class of people 
brought before them on criminal charges are confident thai 
most of them arc fully responsible for their acls, and there is 
danger lhal the introduction of "expert" examinations to de- 
termine the extent of their responsibility will do inore harm 
lhan good. On a smaller scale it is the same thing as the plea 
of insanity as a defense in murder cases, and the introduction 
of such tactics into the lower courts will hardly be productive 
of good, lo judge from results in capital cases. 


The trouble in coddling criminals is not con final lo Ihe ef- 


fect upon (hose in hand. The vicious ulemeiils qre quick lo 
seize upon any refuge from the consequences of Iheif acls, 
and the hope of escape through "psychology" if cauglit will 
have anything bul a reformative influence upon Iheni. 
II will 


be proper to awail Ihe outcome of (his Boston experiment be- 
fore passing final judgment, though on its face il looks like 
carrying a good thing loo far and approaching dangerously 
close to what is commonly known as "mollycocldlcism."
